Indians on Tiburon Island Rep orted to 


Be on W arp ath. 


Mazatlan, Mex., Dec. 21.—The Seri 
Indians, inhabiting Tiburon island off 
the coast of Sonora are on the w ar­ 
p ath. 
W ithin the p ast few days Mexi­ 
can fishermen from the island have a r­ 
rived at Guay mas and rep ort that sev­ 
eral fishermen were cap tured and ta k­ 
en into the interior of the island by 
th e Indians. 
It Is also rep orted that 
two A merican p rosp ectors from Arizo­ 
na, nam ed Ferguson and Drake, who 
left Guay mas for Tiburon island were 
cap tured by the Indians. 
The Seris 
are known to be cannibals. 
They 
have announced th a t they intend to 
hold the island for themselves. 
Rafael Isabel, governor of Sonora 
is now p rep aring to leave Hermosillo 
with a large force of Mexican troop s 
to subdue the Seris. 
If the Indians 
show organized op p osition a camp aign 
of exterm ination will be op ened. 
Tiburon is the largest island in the 
Gulf of California and is very rich in 
natural resources.

of 
Inteilor 
M inister Svlatop otk-Mirsky Is Immi­ 
nent and the p rosp ective nomination 
of L ieutenant General Kleigels, gover­ 
nor general o» KielT as his successor 
may be looked for. 
T hese rep orts, ac­ 
cording to the most reliable Informa­ 
tion, nre entirely without foundation. 
It Is beyond question that the meas 
urea shortly to be announced will be 
entirely unsatisfactory to the oxtrera 
Ists and to many Liberals, who will be 
content with nothing loss than a com 
p lete revolution of the government. 
The p rop osition for a constitution and 
the convocation of a national assem 
bly the emp eror, after careful consul­ 
tation with his ministers and other 
advisers, has rejected as Im p ractica­ 
ble and imp ossible under the existing 
conditions, but what Is term ed definite 
p rogram of national m easures of re 
form In the direction of liberality has 
been decided up on and shortly will 
be announced. 
At the same time. In 
order to p ut a stop to the ferment Into 
which the country has been thrown by 
the p resent agitation, the announce 
ment w ill be made In such a fashion as 
to leave the p eop le under no illusions 
regarding the governm ent’s p osition.

"I am as much in the dark 
about her affairs as anyone.”

Chadwick became more nervous as the 
attorneys argued ard seemed on the 
verge of fainting. 
Soon after the a n ­ 
nouncement was made that she was 
excused she returned to the jail In a 
carriage.
